As 
for the future I may or I may 
not minister for this congrega- 
tion, yet I feel a deep and abid- 
ing interest in the welfare of this 
congregation, and now, since 
the revival leel more hopeful of 
itB future success. During Bro. 
Browns meetings sixteen were 
baptized aud confirm, three 
reclaimed and sixteen that came 
forward gave the hand for consent 
to go with ns, and, we hope, God 
their hearts, they expect to be 
be baptized in tbe near future, 

I don.t know why Bear Creek 
should not have a prosperous 
future for many are counting the 
cost of a Christian life. 0, that 
the Lord will help them to see his 
yoke — doctrine — ia easy and his 
burden is light. 

The Lord bless Bro. Brown, 
the Bear Creek church and his 
people every where.
